Exercises 

I. 1 . The people will offer sacrifice on the roads to the gods so that they might stop the war. 

2. So that they might stop the war, the people are offering sacrifice to the goddesses. 

3. The foreigners sent messengers from the market place that they might disrupt the peace. 

4. They were sending (or, I was sending) messengers around the island that you (p.) might not 
disrupt the peace. 

5. So that we might release Homer, they have sent gifts. 

6. You (p.) are, of course, ordering Homer to write a book about war so that you might well 
educate your brothers. For they will guard the country. 

7. He sent gold both to the assembly and to the council that they might not dissolve the friendship 
((pikia. here may refer to a treaty). 

8. While the gods did not protect the eyes of Homer, they have guarded his books about human 
virtue well. 

9. They had disturbed the peace in word, but not in deed. 

10. Will you (s.) write five books about sacrifices to the gods so that we might send gifts to the gods? 

1 1 . We had stopped the war on account of the will of the gods, but we did not send wreaths to the 
market place. 

12. Since we guarded the messengers [who came] from the foreigners, we did not disrupt democracy. 

13. Has Homer educated his brothers in the skill of words (logic?) so that they might keep excellence 
in the batdes? 

14. We had sent wreaths, prizes of victory, to our friends on account of their excellence. 

15. Since we did not offer sacrifice to the goddess before the war, we have now offered sacrifice 
both on the island and in the market place that she might place virtue in our souls. 

16. The people also sent the stranger out of the country to the island so that he might not disrupt 
the peace. For he had written six books concerning war. 
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17. Homer, on the one hand, you are sending a book to your brother instead of gold, and on the 
other hand, [you are sending] a wreath to the god instead of an animal.
